Washington. D. C.—President Hard-' 


ing will submit to the senate for rati- 
fication the 
new peace treaties be- 


tween the United States and Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary, it was 
stated on high authority at the White 
house Tuesday. 


Harding had before him duplicates 


of the originals of these treaties and 
he is expected to send them to the 
senate when congress reconvenes to- 
morrow. 


No special message will go with the 


treaties, except the formal message 
of transmission. 


Senator William E. Borah will lead 


Republican opposition in the senate 
to the Harding-Hughes peace treaty 
with Germany. 


After long deliberation. Borah has 


made 
up his mind that 
he cannot 


vote to ratify the treaty, because "in 
his opinion, it tics the United States 
Into the Versailles treaty. 


Borah is expected to start his fight 


shortly 
after 
President 
Harding 


sends, the new treaty to the senate 
•which probably will be within a few 
days. 


If the 
United States exercises in 


the slightest degree the rights it 'thus 
claims, it must take part in adminis- 
tering and enforcing the reparations 
settlement. Borah holds. To do this, it 
must officially assume 
membership 


on the reparations commission. This. 
Borah feels 
means 
that the United 


States will take 
membership 
in a 


super-government which is imposing 
its mandates upon Germany. 


The economic clauses involve simi- 


lar interference, if new treaty is to 
be carried out Borah believes. Inevit- 
ably, he holds the United States will 
be called on to sanction sottlemems 
and decisions of doubtful justice.

Unions Score Victory 


In Rail Board Verdict 


Chirajro, Til.— Collective bargaining 


by labor unions with railroads waft 
approved by the United States railroad 
iabor board Tuesday. 


Tn a, decision handed down by tho 


board on a petition filfd by the Penn 
sylvania system it was declared i.ne 
railroad must deal with labor unions 
as organizations. 


The Pennsylva.m',% in its petition, 


"insisted" that it be granted the 
right to deal directly with its em- 
ployes instead of with outside Li-hor 
representatives. 


The road was handed a sharp re- 


buke by the board which charged that. 
a "campaign of mis-statements had 
been waged" against, the judicial body. 


Tn labor circles, tho decision was 


viewed as a. partial victory for or- 
ganized labor and as a, blow against 
the "open shop." If the Pennsylvania 
ha/1 been upheld In 
its 
contention, 


--xf fiiiiQn. reprpspntatiVjes said, it would, 


havo meant that unions, in the shop 
of that company, would have had no 
status whatsoever. 


The board declared that organized 


!alx>r represented the, majority of rail- 
road employes and cited tho example 
that very few cases had been brought 
before the body by unorganized em- 
ployes.

wrote a condensed summary

Not Partisan Affair 


Senator Harrison declares that his 


fight for the admission of the, press 
is not a. partisan -affair a.nd that Sen- 
ator Borah us well as other lending 
Republicans are just as much inter- 
ested 
in seeing 
the newspapermen 


admitted as are the democrats. It wa.s 
realized, of course, that the rules of 
the conference will be made by nil 
the powers when assembled, but on 
the other hand tho. aim of the se.nH- 
tors behind the Harrison resolutions 
is to have American delegation at le-jst, 
champion cause of open diplomacy. 
Then if the conference, is a. failure, 
it. will not be said that the United 
States delegation wa.s to be blamed 
for failing to keep tho conference in 
tho open so Ihn.t public opinion could 
prevent, the representatives present 
from taking such arbitrary positions 
as blocked agreement. 


Avoid False Ttlame 


The whole trouble about publicity 


in connection with every international 
conference is that when the press is 
excluded, the blame for failure or the 
rosposibility for obstructive tactics is 
never disclosed. The alibis a.re still 
being offered for various agreements 
reached at the Versailles conference. 
Thus far there is every indication that 
the Washington 
conference 
will be 


managed on exa.ctly the same lines 
as the pea^e; conference, that is tho 
press will lie excluded and the officials 
of ea.ch government will tell the press 
afterwards what they ought to print 
in order to assist each nation's inter- 
est. The European governments have 
always had a hold on their press and 
ha.vo been able to inspire the writing 
of editorials as well as reports so as 
to 
influence public 
opinion. 
The 


American delegation at Paris never 
participated in such tactics and was 
often at a disadvantage for that rea- 
son because the other delegations per- 
mitted secrets of the conference to 
leak through their reporters so that 
more prominence was given to what 
the newspapers of other countries 
were saying than to the American 
viewpoint. Domestic policies was an 
important factor. One of the premiers 
insisted that if a certain thing1 was 
made public, he would lose his politi- 
cal power at home. In the interest of 
that individual's political fortunes, the 
other nations agreed to keep mum. 
There Is nothing to prevent the same 
thing from happening at Washington 
in November.

FOR SUBSIDIES 


In condemning the disposition "to raid 


the national treasury for individual sub- 
sidies." Secretary E. D. Chassell of the 
Farm Mortgage Bankers' association drew 
attention to a serious weakness in Amer- 
ican economic and political practice. 
It 


is a weakness which may not only lead 
to the financial embarrassment of several 
governmental enterprises, hut a weakness 
which can have no other tendency than 


TO atrophy the trait of individual self-re- 
liance which is one of the best of our na- 
tional characteristic's. 


Whenever, in recent years, any power- 


ful class of citizens or group of interests 
has needed relief, or wished to realize a,n 
objective by the easiest means, and with- 
out risk, trouble -or inconvenience, it has 
appealed to the government, to provide a 
fund, or to pstahlish a financial institu- 
tion, or to lend credit to a financial ven- 
ture. 
If political ends were attainable 


by trra-nting the appeal, the government 
has appeared to be indifferent as to the 
economic soundness of the ventures. 


Mr. rhnssell says that in three years 


the Federal Farm Loan Land Banks have 
made loans to only 130.000 farm own- 
ers, less than three per cent of the 6.- 
448.Sfifi farm owners. The hanks lend 
roonev at six per cent, obtained from the 
sale of five per cent bonds, and the
